4.— A  bad  electrical 
storm,  Which  todny  suddenly  terminated 
the  heat  wave  of  the  past  few  days 
and  swept  the  country  :♦  the  greatest 
rainfall  of  the  year,  struck  down  the 
Electrical  Development  Company's 
transmission   line. 

For  five  hours  Toronto  was  practically 
paralysed.  A  huge  generator  at  the 
auxiliary  steam  plant  was  burned  out, 
and  then  Toronto  stood  Btlll — or 
walked. 

It  was  a  terrible  storm,  sweeping  Its 
course  over  almost  the  whole  of  the 
western    part    of    the    Province. 

The  rainfall  constituted  a  record  and 
within  two  hours  as  much  rain  fell  as 
during    the   whole   of    the   last     #  onth. 

King  Street  subway  was  flooded  to 
a   depth   of  a  foot   or   more.

Strikers  forced  the  tram  drivers  to 
take  their  cars  in,  then,  headed  by  -wo- 
men bearing  red  flags,  they  seized  the 
municipal  power  sution,  expelled  the 
engineers  and  cut  off  the  electric  sup- 
ply of  the  city,  which  was  plunged  In 
darkness  for  an  hour  or  two  until 
troops  arrived  and  drove  out  the 
strikers, 

,  Another  contingent  of  strike  sym- 
pathizers  seized  the  Braamfontein  Yards. 
the  main  railway  centre  of  Transvaal, 
and  stopped  the  train  services.  Hundred* 
of  strikers  tried  to  rush  One  of  the 
entrances  to  the  Klelnfontein  mines, 
v;here  "blacklegs"  were  working.  The 
troops  kept  them  at  bay  until  the  police 
dispersed    them. 

Tlie  .^itrike  leaders  repudiate  the  ex- 
cess, but  the  men  are  In  ugly  temper 
against  the  "blacklegs."  and  further 
trouble  Is  expected.

MARCONI   CONTRACT 


British      Oovernment      Will      Wot      Take 

Steps   to   Compel   Company   to 

Carry  Oat  Agreement 

LONDON,  Jiily  4.— Th-e  last  chapter 
of  the  Marconi  Inquiry  w.is  ended  yes- 
terday when  It  was  ann.Tiinced  that  as 
the  fjovornment  had  decided  not  to  take 
proceedings  to  enforce  the  contract 
with  the  Marconi  Company,  the  flpeclal 
committee  decided  that  It  wa.>(  unneces- 
sary   to    pursue    Ihc    inquiry    f\irther. 

The  Postmaster-General,  the  Right 
Hon.  H.  Samuels,  made  a  statement  to 
the  committee  at  its  final  meeting  yes- 
terday regarding  the  view  taken  by  the 
Government  with  respect  to  the  agree- 
ment which  the  Marconi  Company  re- 
pudiated. 

As  regards  the  legal  position.  Mr. 
Samuel  said  the  Government  could  not 
now  admit  that  the  company  was  en- 
titled to  repudiate  the  contract.  The 
Government,  however,  had  been  advised 
that  the  contract  wna  not  valid  unless 
it  was  ratified  by  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, end  the  question,  arose  whether 
in  view  of  its  repudiation  the  Govern- 
ment could  properly  ask  the  House  to 
ratify  a  contract  merely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  litigation  with  the  contracting 
parties. 

The  Government,  said.  Mr.  Samuel, 
had  been  advised  that  It  was  not  prac- 
ticable to  take  any  effective  legal  pro- 
ceedings, and  that  it  was  inexpedient 
to  proceed  to  law  for  the  recovery  of 
daiVtages.

Military    Socratary   to  tho   Dnke   of  Con- 

aanght    Haa    Boon     Ordered    to 

Sojoln   Kls   Soglmeui 


OTTA'WA,  July  4.— Lieut.-Col.  I.ow- 
ther,  C.M.G.,  who  came  to  Canada  with 
tho  Duke  of  Connaught  as  military  sec- 
retary. Will  not  be  able  to  remain  in 
t.'ila  country  during  the  continued  term 
of  His  Royal  HIghnesfi. 

Lieut.-Col.  Lowther,  or  Major  Low- 
ther,  to  give  him  his  regimental  rank, 
is  at  the  present  time  succeeding  to 
command  of  the  famous  Scots  Guards 
Regiment.  He  w-as  granted  leave  of  ab- 
sence to  accompany  the  Duke  of  Con- 
naught  to  Canada.  He  succeeds  to  the 
command  of  his  regiment  In  April  next, 
and  has  been  ordered  to  rejoin  his  regi- 
ment  in   October  of   this   year. 

The  name  of  Major  F.  D.  Farquhar,  of 
the  Coldstream  Guards.  Is  mentioned  as 
the  probably  successor  to  Colonel  Low- 
ther in  the  office  of  mlUtarj'  secretary 
to  the  Duke  of  Connaught.  He  is  said 
to  be  an  exceptionally  able  man.  He 
also  has  served  in  South  AfVica,  and 
wa.s  mentioned   in  dispatches. 

The  departure  of  Colonel  Lowther  will 
be  regretted  by  a  large  number  of  Can- 
adians. Colonel  Lowther  arrived  in  this 
country  several  months  before  the  Duke 
of  Connaught.  in  order  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  residence  of  His  Roya) 
Highness  here.  He  has  traveled  exten- 
sively through  the  Liomlnlon,  and  ha.s 
endeared  himself  to  all  who  have  come 
in  contact  with  him.  He  is  a  man  of 
unusual  lact.  Upon  him  was  thrown  th(- 
responsibility   fcr   all    plans. 

"Tes,  It  is  true,  1  am  ordered  home 
in  October,"  said  Colonel  Lowther  to- 
day. "I  shall  be  extremely  sorry  to 
leave  Canada.  I  have  enjoyed  my  stay 
her*-  lmmens^>ly.  "Vou  have  a  magnificent 
country  here,  and,  I  fancy  that  for  the 
rest  of  my  li|p  I  shall  be  a  walking  ad- 
xcrtlsement    of    Canada."

LONDON,  July  4. — Wlneton  Churchill, 
th-^  First  Lord  of  the  .•V.dmlralt\ ,  has  re- 
plied to  the  crltlca  who  tried  to  fix  on 
him  the  charge  of  entertaining  personal 
guests  on  an  Admiralty  yacht  during  his 
recent  trip  to  the  Mediterranean.

A  Victoria  business  man,  who  has 
recently  had  occasion  to  visit  several 
cities  In  the  Eastern  States,  says  that 
the  practice  of  selling  municipal  bonds 
In  small  denominations  locally  is  bo- 
(comlng  very  popular,  and  he  mentions 
one  case  In  which  the  amount  was  sub- 
scribed four  times  over.  As  we  men- 
tioned a  few  days  ago,  the  sale  of 
municipal  bonds  locally  has  many  ex- 
cellent features.  It  affords  an  oppor- 
tunity for  people  to  place  their  savings 
at  a  higher  rate  of  Interest  than  the 
banks  or  the  government  will  allow. 
While  an  advantage  of  a  saving's  bank 
account  is  that  the  money  can  always' 
be  drawn  when  required,  on  the  other 
hand  there  would  always  be  a  market 
for  municipal  bonds,  which  would  also 
make  a  first-class  collateral  for  loans. 
In  the  community  It  is  beneficial  to 
have  the  Interest  paid  out  locally.  On 
the  other  jjand,  If  outside  capital  pur- 
chases the  debeatlKrss;  lessor e  capital  Is 
placed  at  the  dlsixisal  of  the  community 
than  would  be  the  case  if  the  bonds 
were  sold  locally.  If,  for  example,  a

Gatun  Lake  is  a  body  of  water, 
having  an  area  of  164  square  miles, 
lying  at  a  surface  elevation  of  86  feet 
above  the  sea,  from  which  it  Is  sepnr- 
Hted  on  the  Atlantlr  ..,|fie  by  a  ridge  of 
land  314  miles  wid«>  and  on  tho  Pn(Mftc 
side  by  a  ridge  approximately  8  miles 
wide.  The  canal  consists,  from  the

The  Internationa!  Road  Congress  that 
Is  now  In  session  In  England  Is  dis- 
cussing a  variety  of  problems  of  In- 
terest to  practically  every  part  of  tho 
Inhabited  grobe.  Matters  affecting 
construction,  maintenance,  traffic  and 
admlni.«tratlon  will  come  under  the 
purview  of  ihe  delegates,  and  whatever 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of 
re.search  and  progress  will  engage 
their  attention.  Representatives  are 
there  from  Canada  and  the  other 
British  Dominions,  as  well  as  from 
Algeria,  Germany,  Austria,  Belgium, 
Brazil,  Bulgaria,  Chill.  China,  Colombia. 
Cuba.  Denmark,  the  United  States, 
France,  Leeward  Islands,  Italy,  Japan, 
Luxemberg,  Monaco.  Norway,  Holland, 
Persia,  Russia,  Slam,  Sweden,  Switzer- 
land. Tunisia,  Uruguay  and  India,  It 
will  be  recalled  that  nrltlsh  Columbia 
has  her  representative  there  In  the 
person  of  Mr.  Thomas  Taylor,  the  Min- 
ister of  Public  Workn,  and  he  will 
doubtless  return  with  much  useful  in- 
formation that  can  be  applied  to  the 
problem  of  road  construction  In  this 
Province.  Some  Idea  of  the  wide 
variety  of  the  subjects  under  discus- 
sion can  be  gleaned  from  the  follow- 
ing, which  we  take  from  The  London 
Standard: 

The  cducstlonal  side  of  the  congress 
has  been  divided  Into  two  main  sec- 
tions, dealing  with  construction  and 
maintenance,  and  traffic  and  adminis- 
tration.

A  new  Invention  that  may  revolu- 
tionize wireless  telegraphy  and  bring 
long-distance  wireless  telephony  within 
the  region  of  commercial  possibilities 
Is  reported  from  England.  It  la  an 
electrical  generator  designed  to  pro- 
duce heavy  currents  with  an  alternat- 
ing frequency  of  from  30,000  to  lO.OOO 
periods  per  second.  H'.therto  It  has 
been  impossible  to  construct  a  dynamo 
of  large  output  which  is  capable  of 
producing  high  frequency  currents. 
Wireless  telephony  demands  the  use  of 
electric  currents  the  frequency  of  which 
Is  many  times  higher  than  that  of 
sound  waves  produced  In  ordinary 
speech.  Wireless  telegraphy  can  also 
be  Improved  by  the  use  of  such  cur- 
rents. With  the  new  invention  it  may 
be  possible  to  construct  machines  of 
such  power  that  wireless  conversation 
by  telephone  over  severnl  hundreds  of 
mtlea  will  be  a  commercial  poflslbillty. 
The  Invention  is  of  particular  Interest 
to  the  new.spapcr  world,  as  such  a 
generator  may  hasten  the  development 
of  big  centres  for  the  wireless  dis- 
tribution  of  correspondence.

As  a  result  of  a  Judgment  given  by 
Mr.  Justice  Murphy  yesterday  morn- 
ing, Cumberland  cannot  levy  taxes  for 
school  maintenance  as  Is  provided  by 
Its  annual  tax  rate  by-law.  The  mat- 
ter was  argued  by  Mr.  R.  C.  Lowe,  who 
represented  Mr.  Thomas  Duer  McLean, 
one  of  the  city's  ratepayers,  and  Mr. 
H.  A.  Maclean,  K.  C.  in  behalf  of  the 
municipality.  Mr.  Lowe  claimed  that 
the  rate  was  Improperly  made  to  ap- 
ply to  both  land  and  Improvements. 
This  view  the  court  held  to  be  correct, 
after  Mr.  Maclean  had  been  heard  on 
the  point,  and  the  section  of  the  by- 
law In  question  was  quashed,  with 
costs  to  the  extent  of  $50  against  the 
city.

Investors    Is    Ko    Farther

Despite  the  recent  decision  of  the  City 
Council  that  the  eVperlment  of  offering 
to  the  local  public  an  opportunity  of 
subscrlbinff  for  city  bonds  should  be 
tried,  nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  to- 
wards placing  the  issue  on  the  market 
here.  The  council,  following  represen- 
tations made  by  members  of  the  Vic- 
toria Stocl<  Exchange,  decided  that  about 
$.Tft.000  worth  ef  four  per  cent  bonds  is- 
sued under  a  local  improvement  b>-law 
closed  up  In  1911,  shoiild  be  offered  at  a 
price  of  92.21,  which  would  net  the  In- 
vestor a  return  of  five  per  cent  upon 
his    investments. 

The  experience  of  other  cities  where 
this  method  of  di8pn.»ins;  of  municipal 
Issues  "over  the  counter"  has  been  tried, 
was  cited  In  ."upport  of  the  recom- 
mendation that  a  similar  experiment 
might  be  tried  here.  The  stock  ex- 
change officials  Hujrgpsted  that  about 
$500,000  worth  of  dnhentures  should  be 
offered,  the  usual  denomlnatiori  of  11,000 
per  debenture  being  reduced  to  mal<e  the 
debentures  of  a  denomination  of  $100 
each.  This  small  denomination  would, 
it  was  believed,  induce  a  readier  re- 
sponse from  the  Investing  public,  Rlvlnji 
those  who  had  iiut  a  comparatively  small 
amount  of  capital  for  investment  an  op- 
portunity of  Investinsr  In  a  security 
which  would  return  a  constilerably  high- 
er  return    than    bank    Interest. 

To  Initiate  the  experiment,  the  $S0,- 
000  worth  of  debenttires  which  were  not 
sold  when  the  flotation  of  city  four  per 
cent  bonds  was  made  In  the  latter  part 
of  1911,  was  set  H.«ilde.  As  present  city 
debentures  bear  four  and  one-half  per 
cent  and  have  been  sold  to  net  the  city 
92H,  It  was  felt  that  to  give  the  public 
a  chanco  to  take  the  $30,000  of  four  per 
'%nt  deta*ttturefl  at  a  figure  to  net  about 
five  p«r  r-nt  would  be  right.

It  Is  generaUy  known  to  those  who  have 
made  a  study  of  the  sea  fowl  that  In 
the  first  Instande  three  is  the  regular 
number  of  eggs  laid,  and  if  these  are 
Interfered  with  two  more  follow,  and 
if  they  are  taken,  the  bird  invariably 
plays  solitaire,  leaving  but  one  egg  in 
the  nest.  Examination  of  a  great  num- 
ber of  nests  revealed  to  the  commission- 
ers that  gross  interference  has  been 
going  on.  there  being  a  big  proportion 
of  the  nests  altogether  empty,  a  few 
with  three  eggs  in  them,  more  with  two, 
and  occasionally  a  nest  with  but  onn 
egg.  Moreover  a  crate  containing  saw- 
dust was  discovered  near  the  shore, 
which  would  go  to  show  that  It  has 
been  the  custom  to  pack  the  eggs  and 
convey  them  from  the  i.'iland  to'  the 
mainland  by  this  mean.s.  Other  evi- 
dences of  the  ravages  that  are  going  on 
were  discovered  at  various  points  of 
the  Island,  and  generally  It  appears  that 
there  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  iho  life- 
span of  the  sea  fowl  in  these  parts  Is 
seriously   threatened. 

Ab  the  commissioners  did .  not  con- 
vene upon  their  return  to  town,  the 
matter  of  their  dlscoverlea  was  not 
discussed,  and  It  is  hot  likely  that  they 
will  make  any  formal  pronouncement 
upon  the  question  In  the  meantime.

Now  that  there  arc  prison  farms, 
should  not  the  wages  that  the  prisoner 
earns  go  to  keep  his  family  from  beg- 
gary? It  may  be  Just  to  deprive  a 
rich  man  of  his  earnings  but  when  a 
family  Is  left  In  want,  there  Is  neither 
wisdont  nor  Justice  In  allowing  him  to 
waste  his  time  or  to  work  for  noth- 
ing. 

There  may  be  dlfncultles  In  the  way 
of  arranging  that  a  prisoner  be  placed 
at  work  sufficiently  remunerative  to  af- 
frrd  food,  clothing  and  shelter  for  his 
family  but  such  tUfflcultles  should  not 
he  Insurmountable.  It  would  be  far 
cheaper  In  the  end  to  pay  a  man  for 
hie  work  than  to  allow  his  family  to 
want  or  to  become  dependent  upon 
charity. 

Men  who  break  laws  are  not  always 
dfpraved  and  the  effect  on  a  criminal 
of  feeling  that  by  hard  and  constant 
cffnrt.  he  con,  while  serving  his  sen- 
tence, support  hIP  family  would  be  good. 
In  the  greai  majority  of  cases.  The 
old  way  has  not  been  so  succepsful  that 
the  authorities  should  refuse  to  try  a 
new  one. , 

Poison   Tablets 

The  fnllowmg  paragrnph,  taken  from 
The  New  York  Hrrald,  points  to  a  dan- 
ger not  confined  to  the  t'nitcd  BtRtfs. 
It  speaks  volumes  for  the  caution  of 
nurses  and  housekeepers  that  accidents 
are    not    more   frequent 

The  risk  Is  still  greater  as  In  these 
dayn  condense/1  foods  and  materials 
uped  In  eook'rng  aro  put  up  In  tablet 
form  There  would  be,  besldfs,  an 
added  precaution  to  t)-.e  user  of  poison- 
ous tablets  for  whatever  purpose  In  be- 
ing reminded  of  their  nature  by  every 
srnse.  Drug  taking  Is  a  growing  evil 
in    pvcry    city.      The    Herald   saye: 

"Many  recent  canes  have  shown  the 
necessity  fo>  polsfin  tablets  having  a 
dlftlnctive  form  and  perhaps  also  a 
special  color.  Deaths  have  occurred 
from  the  taking  by  mistake  of  tabL't." 
that  were  thought  Innocuous,  bjit  which 
pioved  Intensely  polsonnii«.  It  Is  a 
question  now  of  protecting  people 
arfllnst  their  own  carelessness,  for  In 
most  of  the  cases  the  poisonous  mate- 
rial was  in  thi>lr  possession  under  a 
physician's   prescription. 

"Many  medical  Journals  have  Insisted 
especially  on  some  striking  form.  It 
would  he  quite  Ineffective  to  have  the 
word  "Poison'  stamped  on  the  tablets, 
for  this  woulil  not  warn  at  night  and 
would  often  fall  to  attract  attention  In 
moments  of  abstraction.  Men  and 
women  mint  be  guarded  against  their 
own  carelessnejss. 

"Probably  the  most  striking  form 
would  be  the  triangle.  If  poisons  when 
sold  In  tablets  were  always  In  this  form 
the  warning  would  be  Instantaneous, 
reaching  e^en  the  eub-oonseloua,  as  a 
rule,  and  effective,  so  f»T  as  vuardlng 
against  such  error;  Is  possible.  In  or- 
•der  to  assure  uniformity  national  refu- 
tation la  Tils  mattsr  wpald  be  of  tre«t 
value."

Oak  Institute  are  not  only  carrying  out 
the  plans  made  by  their  former  able 
president,  Mrs.  fllchards,  but  beginning 
new  and  useful  work,  which  will  make 
happier    homes  and    better   citizens. 


Women  In  Science 

It  is  not  sutnorlslng  that  women  have 
been  successful  In  fields  that  require 
patient,  painstaking  research.  To  work 
quietly  and  persistently  at  small  tasks  Is 
second  nature  to  women.  It  Is,  too,  not 
uncommon  for  women  to  reach  correct 
conclusions   verj-    quickly. 

There  are.  on   this  continent,    as  well 
as  In  Kurope,  a  large  number  of  women 
who   have  attained   eminence  In   science. 
The   most   eminent    of   these    was    Maria 
Mitchell,    the    astronomer,    who    died    In 
1?S9.       It    was    sixty    years    ago    a    rare 
th.ng  for  a  woman  to  atudy  astronomy, 
and  the  world  was  astonished  when  an 
American    girl    discovered   a   new  comet. 
Among  the  tlrst   to  recognize  her  labors 
was    the    King    of    Denmark,    who    sent 
Miss    Mitchell    a    gold    medal.      She    be- 
came a  member  of  the  American  Society 
for    the     Advancement    of    Science     and 
first    professor    of    astronomy    in   what 
was    then    the    new    college    of    \'as8.ar. 
The   impulse   she   gave    to   astronomical 
study     In     this    college    still    lives,    and 
Caroline  FumesB,  who  now  occupies  the 
chair.   Is   the  author  of  a  valuable  cata- 
logue   of    the    stars,   used    by    many    ob- 
servatories.     In    the    observatory   at    the 
University   of  California    several   women 
are  employed    as    Investigators. 

In  another  field,  women  have  not  only 
distinguished  themselves  as  botanists 
but  as  authors.  Kdlth  Moshor  has  writ- 
ten a  book  on  trees,  which  Is  as  inter- 
esting as  it  is  accurate.  Another  lady, 
Mrs.  Gaillard,  has  arotised  so  much  In- 
terest In  the  vegetation  of  Panama  that 
the  Smithsonian  Institute  sent  botanists 
to  study  the  luxurious  vegetation  of  the 
iHthmus. 

In  thp  Arizona  d»'f<erf  two  women  are 
wriklng  for  the  (Carnegie  Institute.  Mrs. 
Forest  Shreve  at^d  Mrs.  Euphemla  Spald- 
ing have  chosen  to  try  to  And  out  what 
plants  flourish  there  and  what  others 
can    be   made   to   grow. 

Tn  the  United  ."States  bureau  of  plant 
Industry,  Mrs.  Flora  Patterson  Is  one 
of  the  world's  recognized  authorities  on 
fungi.  In  our  own  Province,  Mrs.  .lulla 
Henshaw  has  published  a  book  on  the 
flora  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  hut  Cana- 
dian women  have  not.  so  far,  done  mtich 
original    sclentlflc    work    of   this   kind. 

In  that  department  of  chemistry 
which  Is  the  foundation  of  the  choice 
and  preparation  of  food,  many  women 
are  students.  Alice  .Tohnson  and  Kllza- 
bf  th  Babcock  are  authorities  on  the  sub- 
ject  of   nutrition. 

Knough  has  been  said  to  show  that 
there  lies  In  nclentinc  research  scope 
for  the  young  woman  who  Is  venture- 
some enotigh  to  leave  the  beaten  track 
and  to  think  and  observe  for  herself. 
In  botany,  especially,  the  world  wan»s 
mere  workers  If  Its  people  are  to  be 
fed.

The  afternoon  session  openigd  •  .-^^.i^ 
meetings  of  boards  and  IIIJi(lli|||i(l|K 
after  which  the  home  mi88iatf''fiiJ!nn,' 
presented  by  Rev.  H,  O.  S^stabrook.  wan 
dlBcussed,  J.  F.  Mclntyre,  of  Winnlpegr, 
general  secreitary  of  teh  Baptist  Union 
of  Western  Canada,  also  addressed  those 
present  on  the  Aged  MlnlsterB'  Fund 
and  on  the  budget  for  Western  Canada. 
The  moral  and  social  reform  commit- 
tee also  met  under  Dr.   Spenoer. 

At  the  evening  sessjon  the  president. 
Bev.  B.  H.  West,  was  in  the  chair.  Rev, 
Dr.  MacKay,  of'Toronto,  gave  the  open- 
ing speech.  He  was  followed  by  D.r- 
Spenoer.  of  Vancouver,  fleld  representa- 
tive, who  spoke  on  "The  Church  at  Its 
Social  Taslc."  In  the  course  of  his  ad- 
dress Rev.  Dr.  Spencer  referred  to  the 
lack  of  loyalty  and  support  given  by 
congregations  to  their  ministers.  The 
Apostles  had  to.  attaclc  the  evils  of  their 
day,  as  well  as  to  preach  the  Gospel 
of  Christ,  and  the  church  today  was 
called  upon  to  stand  up  against  the 
J^ilWm.  that  were  rampant  in  every  coun- 
'  'IbriFin  the  globes  Unless  she  did  so  she 
would  have  a  hard  task  to  face  In 
preaching  the  Gospel.  He  dwelt  on  the 
liquor  traffic  and  also  on  the  white 
slave  traffic.  Of  the  latter  he  said  that 
If  the  men  of  the  Christian  churches  in 
Canada  and  the  States  were  determined 
on  this  question  they  could  clehn  the 
evil  out  In  a  very  short  time.  And  if 
they  didn't,  who  would?  Ho  was  glad 
to  know  that  In  Ottawa  recently  they 
had  passed  an  amendment  to  the  Crim- 
inal Code  similar  to  that  now  enforced 
In  England.  He  also  advocated  total 
abstinence  and  referred  to  the  fact  that 
Rev.  F.  W.  Auvache,  of  Hammond,  wa.i 
the  senior  Baptist  minister  In  the  four 
Western  Provinces.  Mr.  Auvache  has 
heeen  In  the  Baptlnt  ministry  for  twen- 
ty-four years. 

Rev.  "William  Stevenson,  who  was  to 
have  spoken  or  the  social  service  work 
of  the  committee  on  which  he  la  secre- 
tary, did  not  apeak  owing  to  the  late- 
nose  of  the  hour.  The  meeting  closed 
with    prayer   offered    by    Dr.    Mackay.

Cornwall     Women     right    legal    Battle 
Over  Slamouds  round  Among    ' 
Old  Papers 

An  interesting  case  was  tried  at  the 
con-jixry  .sitting  of  the  high  court  of 
Justice  before  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Latch- 
ford  at  Cornwall.  The  case  arose  ou'. 
of  the  finding  of  diamonds  and  other 
valuables  In  S.  bundle  of  old  paper  at 
the  St.  Laurence  Papfer  Mill,  in  January 
last,  Mrs.  Buell,  a  widow,  found  300 
odd  diamonds,  75  unset  emeralds,  a  gold 
ring  set  with  diamonds  which  was 
valued  at  $600,  and  a  pair  of  diamond 
earrings.

Mrs.  Buell  was  dismissed,  with  costs.

Sir  Jonathan  Hutchinson,  F.R.C.I.. 
M.  D.,  F.  R.  S.,  a  consulting  surgeon  and 
emeritus  professor  of  surgery  at  Lon- 
don Hospital  College.  Is  dead.  He  wj« 
horn  In  1828.  He  was  president  of  the 
Hoyal  College  of  Svirgeons  for  two  years, 
and  was  a  member,  of  several  Uoyal 
commissions,  Including  those  on  small- 
pox and  vaccination.

The  bill  to  extend  Home  Rule  to 
Scotland  passed  Its  second  i-eading  In 
the  House  of  Commons  by  a  majority 
of  forty-five  votes.

1.  A  Parliament  tor  Scotland  to  be 
established  subordinate  to  the  Imperial 
Parliament,  and  to  constat  of  a  single 
chamber,  composed  of  140  members, 
representing  the  existing  constituencies 
(except  the  universities).  The  elections 
to  be  fought  on  the  present  register, 
with  the  addition  of  peers  (who,  under 
present  conditions,  have  no  parlia- 
mentary vote). 

2.  The  power  of  the  Scots  Parliament 
to  be  the  same  as  of  the  Irish  Parlia- 
ment, except  that^  Scotland  will  not 
control  her  post  office  nor  vary  her 
customs  and  excise.  She  will,  however, 
administer  her  own  old  age  pensions, 
national  insurance  and  labor  exchanges. 

3.  The  office  of  Lord  High  Commis- 
sioner to  be  revived;  also  the  Scottish 
Privy  Council.  A  Cabinet  also  to  be 
established. 

4/  Financial  provisions  to  be  adjusted 
by  a  joint  exchequer  board;  any  taxes 
to  be  liable  to  change  except  customs 
and  excise. 

5.  Scotland  to  receive  from  the  Im- 
perial exchequer  a  transferred  sum 
calculated  thus:  The  net  cost  of  Scot- 
tish services,  plus  proceeds  of  taxes  on 
heredltable  property,  together  with  an 
additional  grant  of  £500,000  for  three 
years;  after  which  this  £500,000  is  to 
diminish  annuailly  by  £50,000  until  It  Is 
reduced  to  £200,000. 

The  arguments  In  fax'or  of  the  bill 
are  under  the  same  as  those  brought 
forward  In  support  of  Irish  Home 
Rule.  It  is  declared  (1)  that  the  nation 
demands  It;  (2)  ttiat  it  will  relieve  con- 
gestion of  the  Imperial  Parliament; 
and  (3)  that  it  will  be  for  the  good  of 
Scotland. 

Scottish  Liberal  members  are  one  and 
nil  in  favor  of  it,  and  they  comprise 
85  per  cent  of  the  total  Scottish  repre- 
sentation In  the  House.  Ever  since 
1S?2.  In  nineteen  out  of  twenty  general 
elections,  Scotland  has  returned  a  ma- 
jority of  Liberals,  and  they  have  al- 
ways been   Home  Rulers. 

In  the  Interests  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons Itself  some  change  Is  necessary. 
Business  Is  at  present  so  congested  as 
at  times  to  be  almost  at  a  standstill. 
A  scheme  of  devolution  such  as  Is 
propo.sed  In  this  bill  woiild  offer  the 
necessary  relief.

HONOLULU,  July  4.— With  smoke 
from  burning  coal  Issuing  from  the 
hatchwa>-.s  ipadlng  to  the  bunkers,  the 
British  steamship  Beachy,  with  coal  con- 
signed to  the  Inter-Island  Steam  Navi- 
gation Company,  reached  port  eighteen 
days  out  from   Newcastle,  N.   8.  'W. 

Several  days  before  sighting  the  Ha- 
waiian Islands,  Captain  Turner  noted 
the  presence  of  fire  In  the  coal  stored 
in  the  vcssi'I's  bunkers  As  the  .«<tranicr 
neared  the  port,  officers  attempted  to 
quell  the  flames  by  the  use  of  steam, 
and    water.  ' 

AVhlle  the  Are  was  under  control,  the 
removal  of  the  hatch  covers  leading  to 
the  blinkers  brought  clouds  of  dense 
smoke   to   the  deck. 

The  Benohy  met  with  flne  weather  on 
the  voyage.  The  time  was  ronsldprably 
reduced  owing  to  the  fire  In  the  bunker 
coal  whloh  would  have  to  be  dIscharKed 
before  all  traces  of  the  blaze  could  be; 
rcmiived. 

Captain  Turner  sailed  from  Newcas- 
tle leaving  all  the  Important  ship's 
papers  behind.  The  vessel  was  entered 
at  the  local  customs  upon  a  cable  from 
the  American  oons'il  at  Newcastle  di- 
rected  to   Collector  of  Port  Stackable. 

The  vessel  brought  5700  tons  of  coal. 
It  Is  the  present  Intention  to  dispatch 
the  steamship  for  Puget  Sound,  there 
to  be  supplied  with  lumber  destined  for 
Australia.

As  Tzarevltch 
he  crossed  the  Empire  from  the  Pa- 
cific to  the  Baltic  before  the  Siberian 
Railway  came  Into  being,  a  journey 
that  Involved  some  thousand  miles  be- 
hind horses.  As  Emperor  he  has  missed 
few  opportunities  of  making  persona! 
trips  into  the  provinces,  away  from 
Ihe  beaten  track  of  the  sparsely  scat- 
tered railroads. 

And  the  moment  the  railway  is  left 
behind  In  Russia  travel  over  what  are 
called  roads  Is  no  light  task,  even  for 
an  Emperor;  passably  roads  cannot  be 
improvised  In  a  week,  thotigh  attempts 
are  invariably  made  to  level  and  smooth 
and  clean  ur>  along  the  Imperial  route. 
His  Majesty's  example  Is  perforce  fol- 
lowed by  Ministers  and  others  of  the 
ruling  class.  Up  to  the  present  reign  a 
Russian  Minister  spent  his  time  be- 
tween the  splendid  luxury  of  his  Chan- 
cellery In  St.  Petersburg  and  favorite 
European   resorts. 

Nowadays  all  Ministers  whose  duties 
presuppose  knowledge  of  the  localities 
and  the  people  for  whom  they  make 
laws  to  be  passed  by  the  representa- 
tives of  the  people  In  Duma  assembled, 
make  a  practice  of  travelling  over  the 
Empire   during   the   Summer   months. 

The  Emperor  presides  In  person  over 
and  takes  the  keenest  Interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Russian  Archaeological  So- 
ciety, which  only  in  the  present  reign 
has  become  an  active  agent  In  studying, 
preserving  and  resto^rlng  the  Innumer- 
able monuments  of  an  antiquity  but  lit- 
tle known  that  abound  In  Russia.  On 
this  account  also  such  an  occasion  as 
the  tercentenary  of  the  Romanoff  Dy- 
nasty provides  Emperor  Nlcholap 
with  an  opportunity  for  personally  re- 
viewing places  of  special  Interest  In 
Russian  history,  and  they  are  precisely 
the  places  where  much  work  In  archae- 
ological discovery  and  Investigation  has 
recently  been  done  under  his  Majesty's 
superlntendance.  .

"The  attraction  of  irrigation  schemes 
for  the  uninitiated  is  that  the  results 
are  so  vlslhtfejUfll.  concrete.  To  enter 
an  Irrigated  'mmi%U  Northern  India  Is 
an  unforgettable  experience.  The 
straujsrer  passes  In  a  flash  from  monot- 
onous; barren  sand-hills  into  a  land  of 
smiling  plenty.  On  the  one  hand,  the 
Interminable  desert;  on  the  other,  green 
waving  crops,  prosperous  villages,  and 
cool,  refreshing  gleams  of  water.  Small 
wonder  that  In  the  presence  of  such 
visions  men  have  sometimes  been  led  to 
form  exaggerated  ideas  of  the  possibili- 
ties of  irrigation.

"When  all  the  programmes  are  com- 
pleted, over  85  per  cent  of  the  surface 
flow  of  the  rainfall  of  India  and  of  the 
water  from  the  Himalayan  snows  will 
still  escape  to  the  sea.  Rain  does  not 
fall  In  greatest  volume  where  it  Is  most 
needed.  The  thirty  Inches  of  annual 
rainfall  in  the  Cherrapunj  Hills  of  As- 
sam perforce  runs  to  waste,  though  it 
would  make  the  arid  emptiness  of  Slnd 
blossom  as  the  rose. 

"Though  the  scope  for  irrigation  In 
India  Is  not  Immeasurable,  enough  has 
already  been  done  under  British  rule  to 
make  the  Indian  irrigation  system  one 
of  the  wonders  of  the  world.  We  have 
expended  £40,000,000  on  irrigation,  have 
brought  millions  of  acres  under  cultlvn- 
tlon,  and  provided  means  of  livelihood 
for  millions  of  the  pcasa'ntry.  Incom- 
plete though  they  are,  the  Irrigation 
works  constructed  by  the  British  In  In- 
dia are  In  some  respects  the  moat  hene- 
flccni  and  the  most  practical  monument 
of  our  rule.  They  have  not  ellm)nate<l 
famine,  but  they  have  done  much  to- 
wards th.it  end.  Railways  are  destined 
to  furnish  the  tiltlmate  solution  of  the 
problem  of  famine.  Crops  never  fail 
simultaneously  throughout  the  whole  of 
India.  The  d!fflcult>-  has  been  to  con- 
vey food  to  the  stricken  districts,  and 
that  difficulty  the  nprf'nd  of  railways  Is 
overcoming."

Mendip  Hills  Sannlorlum,  Hindu  doctors 
understood  the  germ  theory  and  in- 
oculation 6,000  to  8.000  years  ago.

.Society  of  Medicine,  London,  Dr.  Muthu 
said  that  the  Hindu  rlvillzatlon  was  tho 
most  ancient  In  the  world,  and  that  their 
medicine  was  as  old  as  their  civilization. 

They  excelled,  he  said.  In  materia 
medlca  and  chemistry;  they  were  the 
first  among  the  ancients  to  practice  the 
dissection  of  the  human  body  and  to  em- 
ploy minerals  and  n^ercury  Internally, 
•They  undf-rfttood  the  srerni  theorj-,  the 
Circulation  of  the  blood  and  Innoculntion 
for  smallpox.  Their  sutressful  treat- 
ment of  snake  bites  aston!.«!hed  .-Mex- 
ander  the  Groat,  and  their  surgery  was 
bold  and  skilful,  for  not  only  did  they 
set  broken  bciies,  but  they  trephined  the 
skull,  gave  anaesthetics  In  serious  opera- 
tlons,   and   even   amputated    limbs. 

After  the  death  of  Buddha.  when 
surgery  began  to  decline  and  medicine 
flourished  more,  medical  houses  and 
hospitals  were  established  in  India 
which  were  provided  with  medicines  and 
instruments  and  attended  by  physicians 
who  relieved  the  sick  and  suffering,  but 
long  before  Buddha  there  were  medical 
schools  and  colleges.  Arab  medicine, 
which  was  fotinded  on  Jilndu  mediclno, 
taught  European  physicians  as  late  as 
the  seventeenth  century,  and  Western 
people  ownd  a  great  debt  to  India  Irt 
this  dlreasion.
